Wo  v-ill  make  it  our  minimum  roruiromont  to  prevent  another 
war  with  China  and  wo  shall  oqulp  ourselvos  at  the  very  least  with 
conditions  for  the  defence  of  our  national  independence  in  that  direction

It  vill  bo  tho  policy  of 
Military  r.dninistratin  to  exorcise  strlot  e-.ntrol  over  the  nntive8  in 
All  occupied  areas  who  have  previously  shown  hoatilo  fooliivts  tcwaxde 
ua,  and  .^rodurlly  sleeken  it.  It  will  bo  our  principle  to  treat  the 
Europeans  and  tho  Areoricons  in  tho  occvr.icd  tcrritorica  aa  wo  do  the 
nr.tivoa. 

4.  The  Chine. ac  in  the  ccupicd  territories  will  also  be  troated 
in  the  aaa^  way.  Strict  supervision  will  bo  oxorcisod  -ver  those  who 
have  previously  shown  hostility,  but  the  -thers  will  ,\cn. roily  be  troated 
Justly  with  no  special  nor.svuvs  trk-.n  to  oppress  thon.  Vo  '  ill  toko 
sto  a  to  nnke  then  eo^pornto  in  the  neeocrplishncnt  f  tho  -resent  war, 
end  especially  to  uae  their  assistance  in  tho  aottlenont  of  the  Chine. 
Incident.  Furthermore,  our  rulo  will  be  to  control  tho  southward 
advanco  f  the  ordinary  Chine ao  durin.':  tho  wax. 

5.  Tho  southward  advance  •‘f  the  Jap  one  a  c  will  ala  nt  the  fulfilment 
f  ur  wax  tine  doaonds  of  a  nilitaxy  and  oconor.ic  naturo,  and  as  a  rule, 
it  will  bo  rostrictod  t"  essential  personnel  for  tho  occurioe.  torrit'riCB, 
«3foat  crxo  boin,v  tok-n  of  their  soloction  and  education. 

In  the  agricultural  field,  the  rulo  will  bo  to  Unit  tho  advanco  f 
the  Jirpancso  tc  technical  instructors. 

Tho  roturn  of  Japanese  who  have  livod  in  tho  Southern  Bo  .iona  to 
the  areas  concornod  vill  bo  pornittod  on  a  preferential  basis  only  to 
thoso  who  aro  eligible  as  occupation  nenfcers,  but  they  mist  be  scloctod 
end  trained  boforo  returning.  Adequate  soloction  and  trainin..  nust  also  bo 
.-ivon  to  military  non  discharged  overseas  and  tho  officials  who  retire 
abroad. 

Iurthorn''ro,  when  coning-  in  contact  with  different  races,  ->fficials 
and  civilians  nust  not  feel  that  they  aro  su  wrior  to  then  rr  troat  thon 
with  contcqpt.  On  the  other  hand,  they  nust  bo  crxoful  not  to  spall 
tho  natives  by  beinu  too  anxious  to  win  thoir  hearts.

Wo  shall  rcspoct  tho  indopondenoo  of  Thailand,  our  ally,  to  the 
utnost,  five  all  noecseaxy  assistance  such  as  would  contribute  to 
stron  thcniiv,-  tho  petition  of  the  present  ro  imo,  and  av-  id  all  inter¬ 
ference  with  donostic  affairs.  Wo  sha.ll  adopt  noa.sur^s  to  nake  tho  / 
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govornmont  of  Thailand  comply  fully  of  hor  o’  n  free  »'ill  »'lth  our 
milltnry  and  economic  demand*. 

Tho  military  forcoB  of  Thailand  v,ill  give  cooperation  nooeesary 
for  tho  acoompliehnent  of  tho  common  aim.  S  ecial  precautions  will  he 
trJcon  to  intercept  the  onamy  intention^  to  soparate  Japan  and  Thailand. 

Wo  vill  mako  tho  government  of  Thailand  obliterate  all  rati- 
Japrnose  tendencies  among  the  Chinese  rosidents  of  Thrilrnd.  The 
friendly  relations  between  our  govoriu  ont  and  Thailand  should  be 
maintained,  and  it  would  be  bettor  for  the  national  govomment  not  to 
take  any  airoct  measures  agninst  the  Chinese  in  Thailand. 

3.  French  Indo-China 


For  the  present,  necessary  supervision  will  bo  oxercisod  over 
French  Indo-China  to  ensure  that  eho  faithfully  fulfils  the  treaty  for 
Joint  c.efenco  and  economy,  and  that  the  prosent  government  of  F.I.C. 
adopts  measures  of  increasingly  positive  cooperation  with  us. 

Wo  shall  keep  a  close  watch  on  German-French  relations  in  Europe 
and  as  long  as  thero  is  no  change  in  the  attitude  of  tho  French  Govern¬ 
ment,  ve  shall  res  ect  French  sovereignty,  though  we  shall  do  our  best 
to  bring  homo  to  the  off io iris  and  population  of  French  Indo-China  a 
thorough  understanding  of  tho  new  situation  in  Europo  and  Asia,  and  to 
plant  and  promote  our  po^rr  in  both  military  and  economic  fields. 

Although  the  self  government  or  the  participation  in  politics  of 
the  Annamites  will  bare  to  be  recognised  to  some  extent  on  some  prouer 
occasion  in  tho  future,  for  the  present  we  shall  not  oermit  their 
independence  movements,  though  ve  shall  ask  France  to  improve  the 
position  and  welfare  of  tho  natives  in  genorrl. 

3.  .  fongfrong 

We  shall  enforce  a  policy  of  ^Uporslng  the  aonulation  under  the 
military  administration  of  the  governor -gcnoral  of  the  occupied  'Teas, 
and  wo  shall  consider  compulsory  migration  to  supply  the  lebour  demands 
in  Hainan  Island.  At  present,  reconstruction  works  ''ill  be  limited  to 
those  of  military  necessity. 

4.  The  Fhili-uulnoe 

Military  administration  will  bo  er.fo  cod  for  the  present  and  a 
oontral  political  organ  will  bo  .  stablishod  under  the  governor-general, 
which  tho  Filippinos  will  gradually  be  mndo  to  run  themselves  as  for 
at  possible.  The  independence  of  tho  Philippines  will  be  accelorctod 
as  fast  as  possible  without  waiting  for  the  termination  of  tho  war,  os 
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govornmont  of  Thailand  comply  fully  of  hor  o'  n  free  v-lll  t-ith  our 
military  and  economic  demands. 

The  military  forcos  of  Thailand  ’''ill  give  cooperation  noco 
for  tho  accomplishment  of  the  common  aim.  S  eclal  precautions  vl 
taken  to  intercept  the  enemy  intention'’  to  soprrate  Japan  and  Tha. 


wo  vill  mrko  tho  government  of  Thailand  obliterate  all  rnti- 
Japanose  tendencies  among  the  Chinese  rosidents  of  Thailand.  The 
friendly  relations  between  our  govern)  ont  and  Thailand  should  bo 
maintained,  rnd  it  would  bo  bettor  for  the  national  govornnent  not  to 
taleo  any  direct  measures  against  the  Chinese  in  Thailand. 


For  the  present,  ncoossory  supervision  will  bo  exercisod  over 
French  Indo-Chinn  to  ensure  that  she  faithfully  fulfils  the  trorty  for 
Joint  c.efenco  and  economy,  and  that  ti  e  present  govornmont  of  F.I.C.

5.  Malaya  o.nd  British  3oraoo 


Military  administration  will  bo  enforces  for  the  pro*  nt  under  the 
go vo rno r~go ne r al  of  the  occupation  territories;  Singapore  end  Penang  will 
be  placed  under  his  direct  Jurisdiction.  The  govvrnor-genorol  will  be 
in  direct  control  of  the  nr.tivo  rulore  and  dispatch  the  requisite 
controllers  to  their  dominions  to  direct  them.  The  adm inis trr.t ion  of 
those  dominions  and  of  areas  smaller  thrn  rovinces  will  he  onrried  on 
as  far  as  possible  on  the  lines  uf  the  existing  machinery,  through 
efforts  muet  bo  made  to  obliterate  British  influence  which  has  permoated 
all  administrative  organs,  eo  that  measuros  to  reform  the  British  wry 
of  riling  should  be  trlcen.  Vo  shall  respect  tho  native  rulers1  political 
measures  and  help  to  raiso  the  (T.i*.  political)  standard  of  tho  Malayans. 
Furthermore,  as  regards  the  effect  of  oconomic  reforms  we  •••ill  carry  out 
a.  number  or  measures,  giving  thf  most  cons i<r  ration  to  the  ma.intor.anco  cf 

public  pease  and  order. 

6.  Uethcrlends  Erst  j.ndj.es 

Military  administration  will  be  established  undor  the  governor- 
general.  and  tho  existing  odministrativo  organs  will  bo  used  to  the  utmost 
for  minor  or  local  administration.  On  the  principle  of  h'ethor lands 
equality,  some  of  the  Butch  officials  and  Indonesians  vrill  be  employed 
indifferently.  The  most  important  objoct  in  the  .'ethorltads  Erst  Indies 
will  bo  to  ftilfil  our  oconomic  demends  or  those  necessary  to  carry  out 
the  operations  (especially  potroloum),  as  this  area  will  bo  adjacent  te 
th'  front  for  some  time,  and  strict  military  rdminis trnt ion  will  bo 
established.  Measures  to  aid  the  promotion  of  tho  position  of  tho 
Indonesians  and  to  raise  tho  standard  of  civilization  must  bo  adopted, 
to  m'Pce  the  Indonesians  gradually  chcngo  their  attitude  towards  tho 
Butch  and  give  thorn  the  hope  thrtjt^jj  a  certain  period  after  the  termi¬ 
nation  of  hostilities,  they  will  be  'emitted  to  enjoy  independence. 

7.  Burma. 

Strict  military  administration  will  bo  established  in  Burma  as  it 
is  expootod  to  bo  odjrcont  to  the  front  for  quito  a  long  period.  -  ovcver, 
tho  existence*  of  the  ‘"urmesc*  own  administrative  organ  will  be  recognized 
rnd  this  undor  our  guidance  will  bcoome  the  nuolous  of  an  Independent 
government  in  the  future.  / 
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1.  Policy: 


(1)  Construction  policy  during  this  period  is  to  restore  and  devolop 
the  production  of  national  resources,  especially  mineral  resources,  and  tna^-e 
those  nr  or.  >  an  inncrtrnt  source  of  sur-ply  for  tht  heavy  industry  materials 
noccssnry  fcr  tho  c  ntrcl  power  to  accomplish  the  war,  thereby  aiming 
principally  at  tho  strengthening  of  our  pover  to  carry  out  ths  wax, 

(2)  In  construction  and  restoration  special  stress  shrll  be  laid  on 
petroleum,  iron  ores,  bauxite,  coppor  and  other  non- iron  metals.  The 
production  of  iron  ores  is  the  basis,  but  a  certain  amount  of  reserve 
manufacturing  equipment  (the  selection  of  non-iron  motal  ores  and  a  part  of 
tho  snultering  process  if  possible)  and  quite  a  large  amount  of  equipment 
for  refining  potroleum  will  be  constructed  and  restorod, 

(3)  As  is  the  time  limit  for  crxrying  out  these  works,  for  tho 
first  ond  second  years,  tho  aim  will  be  tho  comrploto  restoration  of  the 
damages  done  by  the  war,  aftor  that,  tho  ncoeasory  incror.te  in  production  , 
will  bo  attained. 

(4)  For  the  aim  of  procuring  necessary  matorials  raoidly,  tho  areas 
where  tho  least  dnmago  was  done  by  tho  war  will  bo  selected. 

Kowovor,  greater  importance  is  attached  to  tho  Netherlands  East  Indies, 
Malaya  end  tho  Philippines  in  the  rorl  construction, as  groat  quantities  of 
materials  are  expected  to  bo  procurod  in  those  areas. 

(5)  As  for  tho  method  of  construction,  a  national  organization 
will  bo  established  to  include  the  Southern  Regions  and  unify  anc.  regulate 
tho  construction,  and  under  the  overall  jurisdiction  of  this  body,  curtain 
persons  rosponsiblo  for  the  devolopmont  of  a  corta.in  material  in  a  curtain 
area  will  bo  selected  to  undertako  tho  incroaso  of  production. 

(6)  The  production  of  such  matorials  as  ’ *ould  prove  superfluous, 
such  as  rubber  and  tin,  will  be  reduced  to  tho  amount  necassnry  for  our 
demands,  and  the  margin  of  construction  power  will  both  bo  directed  towards 
tho  moro  urgent  demands.  However,  in  order  to  avoid  confusion  in  the 
oconomy  of  the  area  concerned,  and  to  mrintr.in/powerful  woapon  in  tho 
armoury  of  oconoraic  warfare  by  the  material  c&ncornod,  a  certain  .'mount  of 
production  may  still  be  maintained  insofar  a*  it  doos  not  rove  a  heavy 
burdon  on  matorials  and  labour. 
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Handling  of  the  Indians  in  Burma  must  be  directed  discreetly 
in  consideration  of  the  policy  towards  India.

1.  ^crk  in  the  ideas  and  culture  of  the  a.outhern  races  must  'be 
carriod  out  on  the  lines  of  genoral  policy  for  the  development  of  idlers 
and  culturo  sot  out  in  Chapter  V,  and  in  consideration  of  the  fact 
that  these  races  have  "been  hut  recently  attached  to  us,  that  thoir 
standard  of  civilization  is  very  lovr,  tart  thoir  racial  characteristics 
are  ones  of  ailcl  behaviour  and  they  hold  no  anti-Japanese  feelings.

(1)  Propaganda 

As  the  knowledge  of  Japan  held  by  the  southern  racos  is  insufficient, 
every  method  and  occasion  must  bo  turnod  tn  account  for  propagating  tho 
true  Japan,  and  efforts  should  be  made  for  tho  introduction  of  Japan 
through  pv bliontions  and  tho  establishment  of  organizations  to  spread 
information  about  Japan.  Lcotvres,  oxMbitions,  moving;  Pictures  and 
musical  concerts  should  be  givon  rad  all  othor  smoeial  methods  adopted. 

(2)  It  is  necessary  to  comply  '1th  the  characteristics  and  the 
civilization  of  each  race  when  carrying  out  propaganda.,  which  thus  l  as  a 
greater  influence;  furthor,  th.  results  of  this  propaganda  oust  be 
thoroughly  invostigatod,  and  tho  selection  of  tho  policy  to  follow  also 
considered,  so  as  to  accord  with  tho  - ctual  situation. 

(3)  The  propaganda,  systom  in  tho  Southern  F.eglous  must  be  extended 
and  strengthened,  and  the  main  outline  of  tho  propaganda  and  essential  parts 
of  its  organization  must  bo  hold  by  the  Ja.prnoao. 

(4)  Althou^i  the  objoot  of  the  propaganda  is  tho  controlling  or 
intellectual  clans  in  each  district,  spocinl  methods  of  propaganda  aaong 
the  ignorrnt  will  also  be  adopted. 

(5)  It  is  leccsscjy  to  think  of  a  way  to  utilizo  the  scorct 
Chinese  associations  in  tho  south  for  our  propaganda.. 

(6)  When  the  situation  pornits,  it  'ould  bo  a  good  idea  to  make 
the  controlling  or  intellectual  class  travel  in  Jr;-, an  and  introduce  them 
to  tho  real  situation  in  Japan,  thus  ..xking  then  discard  thoir  idea  of 
relying  on  Europe  and  tho 

II  Education: 

(l)  Tho  oxisting  method  and  policies  should  bo  roinvostigatod 
and  those  based  on  the  influonco  of  Britain,  tho  Unitod  States  and  tho 
Motherlands  should  bo  abolished.  Although  changos  in  direotion  will  bo 
made  according  to  th  general  policy,  there  will  bo  no  great  changes  in
